Aocuru" 
iug to his ajcouut they were inoto ain- 
uiDg. than stiined against. They form u 
^ywry large and by no uieans peace-loving 
.party, in the country. Tbey ure ex em pi 
'from military service, they pay few 
taxes, and Ihcy possess many political 
privilege.4. Uutueeu tlicm and thi 
Alaliouicdans there is a deadly fued 
and the government is so wealc ami s' 
^idil&tory that it is uaablt: to keep ili< 
.peace in the country. Thu Christian:: 
were in the lute unpleusantutss the 
oggressors. In July last at Rethynio, 
and iu other diaiiiets where they are 
in the majority, they begun ti. 
pillage,^ burn and destroy the 
hottwB b{ their Mahomedan ueigii- 
bor^ . 1h« Mahoni'edtttts wer^ ..not 
•low to retaliate. They, in places in 
which they were iu the majority, coin- 
nienofld to ro\i utul burn the dwellings ol 
Chrlstiius. if tli^-; Moslem autlioriliei 
had bijec in the least energetic tliej 
could have compelled the turbulent fac- 
;UoDB t«) keep the peace. But . they let 
them'liiive tbeir own way and theislund 
was consequently in a state most un- 
pleasant to those of its iuiiabitunts who 
were peuceably dispo.-ied or timid. 
Those unfortunate people dreading the 
violence of the contending clana fled for 
towns, chiefly Canea and 
Gandia, The bolder spirits who (re- 
mained at liomo had the whole country 
to themselves aud plundered the pro- 
]>crty of the absentees. But the plun- 
dering aud the destroying were not by 
any means ail on ono side, Cliristiaiis 
and MahomodanH were the sufferers in 
pretty nearly equal proportions. If the 
Mabomedans burned Christian ohurche.s 
the Christians burned and wrecked .Ma- 
hoDiedan moaquea. 

The people who Hooked to the towns 
told dreadful stories of what w,-'.s going 
on in the o-oimtry. Under any circinn- 
stanocd it >vould hardly be wiiic to be- 
lieve uU that these excited and injured 
people sai^ of the sufl'cring.i they cn- 
idarCid.ftnd, witnessed; and the Cretans 
of those days do not appear to have the 
strictest regard for the truth. Many of 
the sensiitionul telegrams that appeared 
in tho nowapapora of Europe and 
America at the time were exaggerated 
yar^^ns of, the tales told by the refu- 
g9M,-.Bn.d it. is fainted that some ^ tbepi 
'we'rt tnanufaetured out of wfa^e cloth 
for political purposes. Froni what ia 
known of the performances of tele- 
graphic liar.'i at home in these pipina 
times of peace, we may bo able to form 
some idea of what the Cretiin 
,oo):];eipondepta did when their country 
waa the prey of contenHing factions, 
and when each party w.-is iloiiig il.s besi 
to make the worKl believe that tin 
other was to blunie for tho a^Us ot 
violence that had been coniinitted. Foi 
a long time the (lovcrument permitted 
-tha^ ^en who were disturbing the 
«DU))^ry to do pretty inuch as tho\ 
liked. .

There ia, wc can 
assure our reader4;-no grounds for such 
fears. The cars are perfectly safe. 
They are in fact safer than horse curs. 
The pussengefs in the electric tram- 
way coaches are really safer than 
piasenger.s in cabs. Thu current 
of eluotricty is too weak lo 
do surious barm to anyone that cornea 
in contact with it, but the passenger in 
llie ear has no more to do with it than 
the person who walks on the sliuet at 
ui.jht has to do with the electricity that 
illiuninates his path. In fact, nothing 
can be more pleasant than conveyance 
liy the oleotrio oar. No matter how- 
bcavily the cars are loaded thu passen- 
ger is not distressed as he is in tho horse 
' ar under similar circumstances. There 
ire no sweating, stiflering animals 
tugging and straining to draw the car, 
and thuro is no brutal driver to add to 
the uuplchsantnesa of the situation. 
The heavily laden car glides along up * 
heavy grade with us much apparent 
I a:ie as it runs down a descent. The 
lar i.s perfectly under tho control of tho 
conductor, ami tuins a sharp corner as 
readily as any other vehicle of equal 
^ize. Whoever Im.s seen tho iSualtle 
> lop.tric tram cars gliding along the 
. treets laden with passengers of all agot 
:;iid of both sexes will soon get over tlio 
notion that the passenger in auob a oar 
runs the slightest risk.

Lord Wolsoley hus written on artich^ 
or Harper's Magazine on the standing 
army of Great Britain. He believe- 
that the pay of tliB Hiitish .snl.licr i.- 
iusuilicient. A.s long a- (Irt.u Mriiain 
oSFers a boy's wages it will oidy obtain 
lioy recruits. He evidently believer 
that the uien who enter the arm\ 
should bs both older and stronger thnn 
t le average British recruit. Ho says it 
oiight not "to require much genius or 
biains to understand that an army only 
2 lO.OOO strong, more than one half ol 
which is abro^oi, cannot bi' in a healthy 
or effective condition thit has to 
1 1 isorb annually into its ranks between 
.j,»,()(X> and 40,000 young lads, and tbiu 
hid to send abroad every year from 
about 10,000 to 20,000 trained soldi. 1- 
to maintain the corps in our li.reii;u 
garrisons at their e.stabliahe i st rcii^^t ii. " 

Although the British soldier is not 
uliyaically all that Lord VVolseley would 
I ke him to be it ia by no means easy to 
,'et recruits who come up to the present 
standard. Of those who clTcr tliein- 
•elves for eiilistinciit between ofl aii.l .'i.' 
(ii-r cent, an- l eje.led "for various ineili- 
-mI reasons " He thinks that justice t'. 
the service requires that from 10 to l.'i 
per cent, more should be rejected. The 
military nutboritic-s would be iu a [i^is;. 
tiou to be more careful in their 5oli.cti.ii, 
i: the Briti.-h soldier was olicied tin 
same pay and rations a? are given in the 
United States army. AlthoUt,h Lord 
^N'olsuloy .is not satisfied with the physi- 
cal standard of the British army 
iie adndt.-i that it is higher than 
'. hat of any other European army. 
Kecruits aro reijuircd to be be- 
; ween the ages of eighteen and i w.;nty 
live, but as the word of the men tbein- 
selves must be taken as to tbeir ag<;, 
some recruits are younger and some 
older than the regulations require. A 
^oldio^ must be twenty years of age and 
iic must have beeu one year in the army 
liefore he can be sent to India. lli,- 
lordship thinks that the term of service- 
should be two years instead of one. He 
coDsidprs it both extravagant and iu- 
humane to send immature youths to 
India or other tropical countries. He is 
of opinion that the army should be man- 
aged on business luinciplea, its present 
aduiinistr.Uioii he rc ;;,irils in many re- 
|ii cts a-i .iboi'l .-ichti-'i aud per.iiy wis-, 
and pound foolish. However defecli\e 
the British soldier may be in L<jiiI 
Wolseley's estimation, he generally 
when he is put upon his mi ith- L'ivc,^ 
good account of himself. Tl.e,..,. f;i\\ 
recruits who have not } ,t ai* lincd iln ii 
full growtn' and whose piiy-^iijui; is not 
everything that an exacting army 
surgeon demands, acquit themselves like 
men on the march and on the field of 
liattlc. Great Britain has no cause to 
lie ashamed of her soldiers. If the 
liriti.sh nriny i." not, in L ird Wole'sley V 
opiiiion, i-oiiipo,-,,!dof lii.u -diss luilerial, 
It, when its comniaudeis give it a fail 
ebunce, does firs^-elass work. 

Although Lord Wolesley does not ap 
pear at all satisfied wilh the rank and 
tile of the British army he is cntbiisiustic 
.vhen he coines to spi^ak of ItBolficers. He 
pronouiieeH them the best in tlie world.

Respecting the Expendiicke of the 
Mt;.Mc;PAL Revkkuk for tho year 
]8!>(). 



K IT ENACTED BY THE COUNCIL 
of the Corporation of tho City ot Vic- 
toria, OS follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for the Finance 
Committee of the taid Council to iirrange 
for and obtain a credit, by way ot over- 
draft upon ottrrent account with tlio Dnnd 
of British North Amerioa, to an amount 
not ozoceding in tho whole tho sum of 
$50,000, including tho now existing over 
draf, ata rnto of interest- net exceeding 
six per ceiil. per Qnm>in.

Kxonrslonists Cf i!98:ht In a Cut and 
iSnowbnuiid. 



DeBtruotlon of a Brldsn by 'FIre— An Kx- 
rress I'raln Wrecked' nnd Sevou 
Mpu Killed. 



Sacramento, Feb. 17. — The Centriil 
Pacific wft.8 aguiu iilockaded ou tlie 
Sierra Nevada nionntaiiis yesterday. In 
. tKe^ Cascade out, ' sixty people, nbout 
one-htilf of whom w-oto ladies and chil- 
dren, were impriaoiioJ in a coach which 
could not be moved east or west on eic- 
couiit of the snow. Sftturdny night one 
of those terx'iiio auow storms which have 
glyeu , the Tailimd,; company «o mucli 
trouiite' heretofore,' 'swept over the 
mountains and filled the cut with drift- 
iiig snow. 

Superintoudont Wright and 150 men 
left here yesterday to the rescue of the 
snow bound people. A quantity of pro- 
visionu were taken along. The snowed- 
in pooplo are exciirsioiiiatji fioiu tlii.'* 
city. Tlioy left here Suturdfiy evening 
in n coaeli attaulu'd to the west-bound 
overland train. The excursion was got 
up to enable them to vi:iit the snowy 
regions in tlie mountain.s. Most of 
tlieni, when they left liere were not clad 
for a enow blnekiule, and tl'.ere nmat be 
,much fiuUeiing umoiig them, oapecially 
the huliea and ehiUli en. 

Aa the tr:iiii pi-nceedeil eriatward it 
wasi stalled ou the ninin Iraok, the snow 
in tlie meantime drifting 30 much tliat 
plowa were put to work. The Cyclone 
is completely broken down^^ but the 
rotary wont to work. As quickly as it 
would open a road the cuIh would be 
filled again. 

T^he coanli of excursionist:! was the 
last car of the eastbound train, with the 
intention of returning the car and its 
occupants. On the way hero it was de- 
tached in Cascade cut from the train, 
which succeeded in reaching .Summit 
station. The coaoli, which was left 
alone in the meantime, was stuck deep 
in the snow and could not be moved. 
The excursionists were furnished with 
food brought to them from SuumHt. 

Two or three hundred men surround- 
ed the car.endeavoring to release it from 
its dangerous iMMitiom At midnight it 
yras stifl storming oi^ the Sierra Keva- 
dasj but it was reported that the Cas- 
oade'cuis were finally cleared aiud that 
the imprisoned coach containing the ex- 
cursionists bad been extricated. At 
last accounts the coauh^was being moved 
to Summit. There it will bo attached to 
the westbound overland train which 
ought to arrive here this morning. 

The snow plow and two engines sent 
from Truokee met « ich an accident at 
Summit in conaequeuce of one of the en- 
gines falling into a turiituble pit. This 
accident has caused considerable delay 
in the ntovemeuta of trains. 



CANADIAN PACIFIC EXTENSION. 

Braaehlntr Into the Kootenay Country and 
to Spokane Falls. 

Spokane Falls, Feb. 14. — A tele- 
gram to the Orogoniaii says : A large 
party of Canadian Pacific Railway engi- 
neers, headed by c-hief Engineer D. A. 
Stewart, passed through tlie city to-day, 
en route to Vancouver, B. C. They 
have just returned Irom locating a 
branch line of the Canadian Paoilic from 
Sproat'a Landing, on the Columbia 
river, a distance of thirty miles, to 
Ainsworth, on Kootenay lake, thus 
afl'ordiug comniunicatiou by rail and 
steamers on the lake with the rich 
Kootenay mining region, as yet in its 
infan<;y of development. Engineer 
.Stewart states tliat the line of the 
Canadian I'aciiic lia>-, lieen surveyed from 
theinainlineut Revclsloke.on iheColum- 
■biitriver, to Colville, ninety miles north 
of here, in this state, and that the road 
will be built during the coming summer 
and.exfepded, to Spokane Falls as soon 
as' pIratcticableV 

The br»ifcK-/owl froiivSproat's Land- 
ing to Kootenay lake will be built first, 
and work will coninience as soon ais men 
and material can be got on the g.-ound. 
A large.steanier is now being built at 
Hevelstoke to traiiaport supplies down 
the Columbia river. The object of the 
C;uiadiHn Pacific in completing these 
ro ids ns soon as possiljle is to head off 
the .Sl>okano Falls and Xorthern, the 
(;reat Nortlierii and Northern i'acific, 
all of which have surveyed lines into 
the Kootenay region, Com|)letion of 
tho Canadian i'Bci'tic to Colville will 
give Spokane Falls its third tranacon- 
linontal line, as Spokane Falls & North- 
ern is already built to that place from 
here.

Tliat "one-hiilf of tlio world doesn't 
know how the other half lived," is un- 
deniably Hue.

To TilE F.Divun:— Whe.i Tier .Maj,;sty 
in 18-18 gavj Vancouvei' Island to tho 
Kudson'K Bay Co. for eoloni.iUion pur- 
poses, no nienlion of Indians or far 
traders was made therein. The Hud- 
son's Bay Co. were made lords ol tho 
soil, ami therefore had no occasion to 
buy land from the Indiana. And in- 
deed did not do so. The compensa- 
tion given being for peace sake and for 
satisfying them for the suppoi.ed loss of 
kainass roots which they had been ac- 
customed to dig for food. With this 
remark the following document referring 
to the Songish village will explain it- 
self. Who drew it I know not— but 
lawyers existed not.

It will be ohaerved that Mr. Douglas 
is luentioiu'd as the agent of tho Hud- 
son's Bay Comptiiiy. Mr. IJlancliard bad 
nothing whatever to do with 
the transaotioii, although he was 
governor at this time. Ii may 
be mentioned, also, th.it im "^'ov- 
ernment policy" with reg;uil to Iniliaie, 
existed at this early period— in fact, 
"Indian" policy is a matter of evolu- 
tion. About a dozen of these agree- 
ments, all similar in language, were 
made with different tribes withui a ra- 
dius of ten miles from Victoria, were 
made at the^nme time, or, at all events, 
within a day or two. A few mouths 
afterwards one was made with Fort 
Rupert IndiiUis, one with Nanaiinu In- 
dians; but it is rather curious that these 
referred to tho coal mines held by tlio 
Hudson's Bay Com|),iiiy, Mr. Done Ins 
being still thoageiit and eliief tiictor of tho 
company. After Mr. Douglas became 
governor the Hudson's liay Com- 
pany would not advance iniy 
more money for the like piirpfjse 
of coiitidcnco ou tho honor and honest}' 
of llic governiilelit, and so lead to 
troubles greater perhaps than ioreseeii. 
Lot the Indians pre-empt hind like our- 
selves and then they will have rinjiii to 
scatter. .\s it is lliey must be rooted to 
their reserves, which in any case must 
be preserved lo them. 

The vouchers wore ccrtitied to un- 
graciously by Cov. Blauchard, who re- 
marked that by this means the company 
could involve the country in a huge 
national debt. 

Bringing this question forward no>v is 
probably only an election dodge, but it 
will bn attended with great evil because 
it will instil a want.
